SCHEDULED MEETINGS 


7:41 p.m. to 8:30 p.m. Meeting with Board of Health, Board of 
Water Commissioners and Planning Board to discuss long-range 
plans for water supply. 


Speaking for the above boards were: Philip Mauch, Chairman of 
the Board of Health; Donald Morris, Chairman of the Planning 
Board; and Michael Shimkus, Chairman of the Board of Water 
Commissioners. 


Chairman Satterfield announced to all that this meeting was re- 
quested by Chairman Mauch of the Board of Health regarding con-- 
cerns for future water supply to the residents due to the rapid 
growth of the town. 
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Chairman Mauch opened the discussion. The Board of Health has been 
approached by two proposed "good-sized" subdivisions. A third sub- 
division "good-sized" will be forthcoming. Proposed wells are being 
shown on the sewerage applications. With the proposed subdivisions 
and the proposed house-building that are coming in the next year or 
two, the Board of Health can see over 200 homes in these subdivisions. 
The Board can see town water fairly near some of these subdivisions. 
They are not refusing to sign well permits but would like to talk 
with the Planning Board and the Water Commissioners, plus the develop- 
ers, to try to get town water to these subdivisions. The developers 
would prefer to supply town water to their houses if possible. Wells 
can be ruled out anywhere near wetlands and permits have been 

refused where there is a large body of ledge where there would have 
to be drilling and blasting with the possibility of ruining any wells 
in the area. Mr. Mauch feels that if there is a loop that has to be 
enlarged, up to a certain point, to give 150 houses water, and the 
subdivision builder is willing to put in that water, maybe the town 
could put something in between the loop. That is open for discussion. 


Water Commissioner Chairman Shimkus doesn't believe we should bring 
it before the Town Meeting and appropriate money to bring water into 
subdivisions. It is up to the developer at this time, if he wants 
the water, to supply and pay for it. The Water Commissioners would 
like to sit down with the Planning Board at the time the developer 
comes in, together with the Planning Board, and go over the whole 
plan to come up with a resolution. 


The three proposed subdivision locations are Sears Road, Southville 
Road and Woodbury Road. 


The Board of Health problem is should it go ahead and approve wells 
if there is town water nearby. 


Planning Board Chairman Donald Morris stated that his board's pro- 
cedure has always been to mail copies to the appropriate boards of 
the plans when they are received. Planning Board asks for feedback 
as to any opinion on the proposed plan. There is a statutory 
deadline on approving the plans and the Planning Board needs the 
feedback as soon as possible. It is hard to act on the plans within 
the 45 days (State law). 


Board of Health would like to know where the Water Department plans 
to put in town water. The Board feels that there are too many wells 
going in where town water is not too far away. Chairman Mauch would 
like the Planning Board to ask the developer if they made any 
definite commitment as far as water is concerned. The Board of 
Health is going to discourage large-sized tracts of land being 
developed with wells. There could be a health issue. Dr. Menninger 
suggested that on the subdivision plans the developer could indicate 
the location of the nearest town water. That would be helpful to the 
Board of Health. The Planning Board agreed to ask the developer to 
indicate on his plan the location of the nearest town water. 
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Selectman McAuliffe expressed two concerns: (1) does the town 
have a right to force a developer to put in town water? (2) if 
the developer does not want to put in town water and a problem 
arises with the wells at a later date, and the subdivision resi- 
dents demand town water through the town meeting, the town is then 
faced with a major expenditure. 


The Water Department stated that they had the volume of water to 
supply Sears Road subdivision if asked to do so. 


Chairman Mauch stated that well permits can be refused: (1) if 
there are wetlands nearby, and (2) if a health hazard is shown. 


All the board agreed that better communication is needed. 


Water Superintendent Binder stated that the developer of Sears 
Board Subdivision has indicated that he would like town water. 

Mr. Binder feels strongly that water should go into that area. 

On the question of wells vs. town water, it is easier to get 
water from a hydrant in case of fire than to haul it to the site. 
Also, if wells become contaminated, the Town would have to service 
them. 


Dr. Stone (Board of Health) asked if the Planning Board could 
insist in their regulations that the issue of town water be 
resolved before the plan is submitted for approval by the Board 
of Health. Selectman Cipriano suggested that Town Counsel review 
Chapter 41 on Subdivision Controls to determine whether or not 
this could be done. It would help also if the plan show the 
proximity of town water. 


Water Commissioner Gulbankian discussed Water Department articles 
for ATM 1985 regarding lines on Woodland Road and Southville Road. 


Selectmen would like to be apprised of any large subdivisions 
where there is a possibility of wells being put in so that all 
the boards are able to communicate with one another. 


CORRESPONDENCE AND OTHER BUSINESS TRANSACTED 


December 9, 1984 letter from Evelyn Littlefield asked for con- 
sideration regarding heavy traffic on White Bagley Road as was 
done for Sears Road recently. Selectman Cipriano made a MOTION 
that the Highway Department and the Police Chief be requested to 
review this request and that the Police Chief do the standard 
traffic count; and further, determine the feasibility, if any, of 
alternate routes if in fact traffic is restricted on White Bagley 
Road. Motion was seconded by Selectman McAuliffe. VOTE: Motion 
carried. 


December 28, 1984 letter from Executive Office Environmental 
Affairs, Boston, asked for a permanent designee to be appointed to 
be a representative to the Advisory Board to the Mass. Water 
Resources Authority (MWRA) (Chapter 372, Acts of 1984, Section 23). 
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Selectman McAuliffe made a MOTION that Selectman Aldo A. Cipriano 


be appointed the designee.

7:30 p.m. to 7:35 p.m. Board unanimously voted to approve one 
Massachusetts Electric pole location on Route 9 (at intersection of 
Woodland Road) beginning at station 148 then extending 30 feet 
easterly to pole #36-l1 (Mass. Elec. Plan #D85-3 dated 1/2/85). Since 
this pole was being requested by the town for public safety reasons, a 
representative from Massachusetts Electric was not asked to attend. 
(Motion was made by Selectman McAuliffe, seconded by Selectman Cipriano.) 


7:35 p.m. to 7:40 p.m. Planning Board met jointly with the Selectmen 
to elect a member of the Planning Board to replace recently resigned 
member Gary Barnett. Members of the Planning Board present were: 
Chairman Donald C. Morris, Peter Sharp and Marc Ross. Planning Board 
Chairman Morris placed in nomination the name of Charles E. Gaffney, 
211 Middle Road. Selectman McAuliffe seconded the nomination. Since 
no other names were placed in nomination, Selectman McAuliffe moved 
that nominations be closed. A roll call vote was taken and all Plan- 
ning Board members and Board of Selectmen present voted for Mr. Gaffney. 
(Mr. Gaffney was present.) Mr. Gaffney's term will expire Town Election 
Day May 13, 1985. 


CORRESPONDENCE AND OTHER BUSINESS TRANSACTED 


184 Middle Road. Before discussion on the next item, Chairman Satter- 
field turned the Chair over to Selectman McAuliffe due to a conflict 
of interest. Chairman Pro Tem McAuliffe read into the record the 
following letters: (1) Certified letter dated January 12, 1985 
received from Robert E. and Gail M. Hoss, 184 Middle Road, informing 
the Board that it is their intent to sell 11 acres of "agriculturally- 
exempt" land at 184 Middle Road. (2) January 22, 1985 letter from the 
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Planning Board in favor of the town exercising its option to purchase 
this land. (3) Conservation Commission letter dated January 22, 

1985 not in favor of the town exercising its option to purchase. 

After a brief discussion, at which it was stated that the Town has 
insufficient funds to purchase this land, Selectman Cipriano made a 
MOTION that the Town not exercise its option of first refusal to 
purchase this land under Chapter 61A, Section 14, of the Massachusetts 
General Laws. Motion was seconded by Chairman Pro Tem McAuliffe. 
VOTE: unanimous. 


7:50 p.m. Denson L. Satterfield, Jr. returned and resumed the Chair. 


Valley Road, Boston Road, Firmin Avenue and Pleasant Street (Framing- 
ham) Intersection. Board noted January 17, 1985 letter from Depart- 
ment of Public Works, Worcester, regarding the proposed reconstruction 
of the intersection of Valley Road, Boston Road, Firmin Avenue and 
Pleasant Street (Framingham) informing the Board that work at this 
intersection has been dropped for various stated reasons. If the 
Town desires this project to be reactivated, the Selectmen should 
submit a request to the DPW for action by the Department's Project 
Review Committee. Administrative Assistant Grossman informed the 
Board that there is a developer in the area of Firmin Avenue, across 
from Consolidated Group, who is submitting a re-zoning article in 
Southborough's ATM 1985 Warrant. The State has mandated that this 
intersection has to be part of the Environmental Impact Report. It 
might be that the developer might end up paying for all the engineering 
plans which would save the town a considerable amount of money 
(approximately $190,000 is the cost of the engineering fees). Perhaps 
the town should wait on asking the DPW Review Committee to reactivate 
this project. Mr. Grossman said he didn't know whether or not the 
town would then be responsible for the cost of the engineering plans. 
The town would have to spend a certain amount of money - 25% - for 
engineering as we did for the Urban Systems Project. Selectman 
McAuliffe asked if the Selectmen request that this project be re- 
activated and it goes before the DPW Review Committee and they approve 
it to be reactivated, is the town then compelled to spend the 

$190,000 at that point? The Selectmen decided to hold their decision 
until Mr. Grossman can check the facts and report back. Selectmen 
will discuss this matter again at their next meeting on February 5. 


Master Plan Committee. Selectman Cipriano gave an update on the 
Master Plan Committee regarding a presentation by Larry Susskind, 
Professor on Urban Planning of M. I. T. and a resident of the town. 
Mr. Susskind offered the assistance of a graduate student from M.I.T. 
on planning for the purpose of the compilation of data. The nominal 
cost (one time only), less the $1,000 for the use of the graduate 
student. The committee is considering this. 


MetroWest Growth Management Committee. Selectman Cipriano gave an 
update on this committee. Within 8 months there will be a short-term 
plan prepared on the Route 9 Corridor from Natick to Worcester on 

the transportation problems. A long-term plan will be completed in 
24 months from the date of commencement. A sub-committee was formed 
to establish by-laws and to create the operational structure of the 
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eight-town MetroWest Committee. Selectman Cipriano is also on that 
committee. Selectmen requested that a letter be sent to the South- 
borough Planning Board recommending that the newly elected member, 
Charles Gaffney, be appointed as the Planning Board's representative 
to the MetroWest Committee as Mr. Gaffney has faithfully attended 
all the meetings to date. 


Consolidation of Southborough Schools. Chairman Satterfield gave a 
brief update on the Consolidation of Southborough Schools Committee. 
This committee is making progress. Hopefully, the work of the 
committee will be done in the next two or three months.

They estimated that the estimated premium would be $10,000. 
If the cost is substantially higher, the town can decide not 
to purchase this insurance. If it costs less than this amount,

made a MOTION to submit this as an Article in the 1985 ATM Warrant. 
Motion was seconded by Selectman Cipriano. VOTE: unanimous. 
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8:00 p.m. to 8:53 p.m. Informational meeting on the Firmin 
Avenue Site Development by the Strehlke Development Company. 
Present for Strehlke were the Strehlke brothers, Attorney Paul 
V. Galvani, Keith Rodgers of Strehlke Co. et al. Attorney Galvani 
gave the presentation. The owner is Consolidated Group who 
desire to construct an office building located jointly in the 
Towns of Southborough and Framingham. The company is asking 
that the section of the land located in Southborough be rezoned 
changing a Residence B District to an Industrial District by 
an Article in the ATM 1985 Warrant. Selectmen and several residents 
expressed their concern regarding the ingress/egress road from 
the proposed building in relation to the impact of the increased 
traffic. The developer is currently preparing an Environmental 
Impact Report required by State Office of Environmental Affairs 
(pursuant to M.G.L. Section 62A and Sections 10.04(1) and 10.04(9) 
of the Mass. Environmental Policy Act.). Selectmen also expressed 
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their concern regarding impact on the intersection of Valley 
Road, Firmin Avenue, Pleasant St. (Framingham) and Boston Road, 
which is considered a very dangerous intersection and needs 
to be redesigned. Selectmen earlier tonight had unanimously 
voted to submit a letter to the State Department of Public Works, 
Worcester, requesting that the DPW reactivate the proposed recons- 
truction project of this intersection within the Town of South- 
borough. 


9:00 p.m. to 9:06 p.m. Kenneth W. Cole d/b/a Le Grand Limousine, 
Inc., 29 Parkerville Road, appeared before the Board regarding 
his request for a Common Carrier's License. Mr. Cole stated 
that he is incorporating which papers have just been placed 
on file with the State. He will utilize a 1984 Cadillac stretch 
limousine and plans to provide service to and from Logan Airport 
(appointment only). Mr. Cole will also provide limousine service 
for weddings, proms and other special occasions. His business 
will be operated out of his home. All appointments will be 
made by telephone and no sign will be displayed. In the future, 
he would like to purchase another limousine. The Selectmen 
informed him that he would have to apply to them again for approval, 
that this approval would be only for one vehicle. Selectman 
McAuliffe made a MOTION to grant a common carrier's license 
to Le Grand Limousine, Inc., 29 Parkerville Road, Southborough.

Urbans Systems Study. Present were: John W. Boland, Highway 
Superintendent, and members of S E A Consultants, Inc.: Fred 
Aufiero and George Flanagan. Mr. Boland gave a background history 
and explained that in 1980 the town requested of the State Department 
of Public Works a project to be funded under the Federal Aid 
Urban Systems Program. That project consisted of the Marlborough 
to Framingham Corridor, extending from the Marlborough line 
along Marlborough Road, Framingham Road, Boston Road to the 
Framingham line. Approval was received for a project of the 
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area along that corridor between Acre Bridge Road and Cross 
Street and further between Meadow Lane and the intersection 
of Framingham, Boston and White Bagley Road. The project areas 
just included the intersections of Marlborough & Framingham 
Road, Newton Street & Framingham Road, Cross Street & Framingham 
Road, Boston Road & Framingham Road, White Bagley Road/Central 
Street & Boston Road, Meadow Lane and Boston Road. The state 
said we should fund all the engineering costs within the town 
and that funding under the Urban Systems Program was in no way 
guaranteed. Funding under the program would be subject to their 
review and review from the Federal Highway Administration. 
There were several problems encountered: (1) lack of factual 
information regarding actual flow of traffic through the area, 
(2) the fact that every street in Southborough is a Scenic Road, 
(3) the fact that a great portion of the corridor is abutted 
by land owned by the MDC and directly adjacent to the Sudbury 
Reservoir. The Town then asked the County Engineers for assistance. 
S E A Consultants, Inc. of Boston was then retained by the town 
to perform the pre-preliminary analysis. S E A in their report 
said that land-takings would probably be minimal and the impact 
on the MDC also probably would be minimal. Last year's Town 
Meeting approved funds for conceptual planning and preliminary 
design of that project. Funds were granted and S E A was again 
retained to proceed with the work.

Mrs. Keller 
asked why no site plan was held on this new building. Under 
Chapter 40, Section 3 Exemptions from Zoning Regulations, she 
interpreted it to mean that Harvard Primate Center is not exempt 
and believes that Harvard Primate is covered by the Town's Zoning 
By-Law and that the Town should require a Site Plan Hearing 
on the new storage building. Mrs. Keller believes that Mr. Grossman, 
as the Hazardous Waste Coordinator, is responsible for nuclear 
waste. 


Town Counsel Busconi, referring to Chapter 40, Section 3, stated > 
that it was his understanding that Mr. Phaneuf's statement was 
correct that a site plan hearing is not necessary and that Harvard 
is exempt as they are a "nonprofit education corporation". 


Sel. McAuliffe read a January 5, 1983 memorandum from Administrative 
Assistant Grossman regarding a visit on December 29, 1982 at 
the Harvard Primate Center with regard to the construction of 
a storage building at Harvard Primate which stores material 
called iodine 127 - a low level radioactive waste. All storage 
and incineration is done in accordance with EPA, DEQE and Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission standards. The Primate Center stated 
that it does not bring in any radioactive material from any 
other area hospitals except those affiliated with Harvard Uni- 
versity. On two occasions they assisted Marlborough Hospital 
and incinerated materials when its incinerator broke down. 
On those occasions no radioactive elements were involved. The 
incinerator does not incinerate any elements with any radioactivity 
present. Board noted 2/25/85 letter from Attorney Wallace J. Dunnet 
to Mrs. Keller stating his opinion regarding MGLA Chapter 40A, 
Section 3. Mr. Dunnet believed that Harvard Primate would be 
subject to the town's Zoning By-Law.

- not every tree because the moths do not feed on some of the 
trees. Oak trees are the favorite targets. It is hard to estimate 
where the defoliation will occur due to which way the wind is 
blowing at the time the eggs are hatched. The eggs usually 
hatch out around the last week of April or the first week of 
May. They are air-borne. The wind usually comes from the south 
in May. It is hard to tell where the eggs will end up. According 
to Mr. Hubley's survey, the southern end of Southborough will 
be heavily defoliated up to a point and lightly defoliated a 
little north of the Mass. Pike. The rest of the town has little 
Or no egg masses. The only way to control the situation is 
aerial spraying, which is highly controversial. Ground spraying 
town trees along the roadside isn't entirely effective due to 
the height of some trees. Residents will have to spray their 
own trees to protect them. Mr. Hubley does not believe the 
Situation will be as bad as is being predicted in some of the 
recent newspaper articles. In 1981, the town had to spray three 
times and only lost about 2% of its trees. Mr. Hubley sees 
no great cause for concern and see no major problem similar 
to the one the town had in 1981. Mr. Hubley said he would leave 
an informative brochure at the Town House and Fitzgerald's Store 
(Southville Road) to inform the public.

SOLF could be funded by charitable gifts with a Board of Trustees 
to ask for contributions. Significant land holders could be 
approached to talk about contributing land and the development 
rights in advance as part of the start of SOLF's capital. It 
is mandatory to have seats on the Board of Trustees comprising 
of as many boards which need to be involved, i.e., Chairmen 
of the Planning Board, Conservation Commission, Selectman, and 
Board of Health, et al. 


Legal fees at the beginning would probably be paid from the 
initial capital raised from donations. Initial work would be 
by unpaid staff. Mr. Sharp stated he had a quote regarding 
how much it would cost to set up the original open land fund 
and escallating that to the present value - that was $2,500.

The MWRA will succeed the Metropolitan District Commission in 
regulating the waterways. It is going to be operated on a weighted 
vote arrangement whereby any contribution into the current MDC 
would be basically weighed and the community's vote would depend 
upon the actual contribution into the system. A few changes 
are going to occur in the terms of procedure. The concern on 
behalf of Southborough, which has a weighted vote of less than 
one, is that if anything had to be argued on behalf of the MetroWest 
communities or Southborough or other smaller towns in the MDC 
Watershed Area, in order for Southborough's voice to be heard 
or weighed, it would need most of the remaining communitiess 
to be able to stack up against the Boston vote which has a 40% 
weighted vote. The Town can no longer go to its elected officials 
to argue its point as was done in the MDC drawndown issue. 
The MWRA will be an autonomous bonded authority similar in structure 
to the Turnpike Authority, the Redevelopment Authority, or the 
like. Southborough could lose a potential edge as a town that 
has 23% of its community with MDC waterways. Southborugh should 
convince other towns and cities within the watershed group as 
to these concerns. Selectman Cipriano feels that ultimately 
the entire Massachusetts Water Resources Authority Advisory 
Board will become a Boston-manipulated board. Then, every community 
may be concerned. Southborough should look cautiously at the 
future of this new Advisory Board. The Governor appoints certain 
individuals to the Authority and a committee of the Advisory 
Board appoints the remaining members. Selectman McAuliffe would 
like to voice the town's deep concerns to the Governor hoping 
he would take into consideration appointing individuals to that 
Authority from smaller communities which would then possibly 
offset or give those smaller communities an opportunity to address 
the Authority itself. Selectman McAuliffe made a MOTION to 
send a letter expressing the Selectmen's deep concerns to the 
Governor asking the Governor to take into consideration, if 
he has not already made his appointments, that a representation 
should be on the Authority from the smaller communities. Selectman 
Cipriano seconded the Motion. VOTE: unanimous.

Maximum height will be three stories, 
and remainder of land shall be preserved as landscaped open 
Space. A parcel of land @ 1.96 acres on the northerly side 
of Firmin Avenue (Lot 25, Map 48) shall forever be preserved 
aS open space. There would be no landtaking involved in the 
redesign of the intersection. Although the Selectmen do not 
vote formally on the rezoning article, they stated that they 
are in favor of it. Charles Gaffney of the Planning Board said 
that his Board will vote next week on the Strehlke Article at 
the public hearing to be held on this zoning article. Lorraine 
Keller of the Industrial Development Commission stated that 
her board voted that the IDC is not in favor of rezoning this 
land to industrial use. Selectmen asked that a copy of this 
Covenant be forwarded to the Industrial Development Commission. 


OTHER BUSINESS TRANSACTED 


Letter from Thomas Stone, 49 Deerfoot Road, upset by Police 
Chief Baker's ruling that Margaret Neary School property and 
surrounding town property were off limits to recreational vehicles. 
Mr. Stone asked the Selectmen to review this situation and give 
permission authorizing his son to use his motorized dirt bike 
on town property off Deerfoot Road adjacent to Margaret Neary 
School. ACTION: Ask Town Counsel to study the statute to be 
sure that the Town By-Laws are not in conflict with state statues. 
He should review the lines of authority between the School Committee 
and the Board of Selectmen regarding permission of the use of 
the property. Who has final jurisdiction over this land. The 
Town By-Law states that the Selectmen have jurisdiction. State 
statues may indicate otherwise. (Motion made by Selectman McAuliffe 
to ask Town Counsel to review this matter, seconded by Selectman 
Cipriano. Vote: unanimous.) Selectman McAuliffe stated that 
if this matter falls under the jurisdiction of the Board of 
Selectmen, he would not be in favor of granting permission to 
Mr. Stone as the town could incur a liability should an accident 
happen on that piece of property and also that such a recreational 
vehicle could possibly damage that piece of property. The Se- 
lectmen's concerns should be voiced to the School Committee. 


Fayville Village Hall Custodian update. Only applicant for 
this position stated he was not interested. Chairman Satterfield 
has been unlocking and locking the hall. A professional cleaning 
service has been retained for twice a week. Chairman Satterfield 
has observed that most of the renters of the hall are not town 
groups. He therefore recommended that as of June 1 that rentals 
be limited to town groups. This would keep down the wear and 
tear on the hall which the rentals are not paying for. The 
numermous times the hall has to be locked and unlocked seems 
to be what is discouraging anyone applying for the custodian 
job as it ties people down. It was suggested that perhaps the 
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level of the rental cost should be increased to cover maintenance 
costs. Selectmen Cipriano was not in favor of limiting rentals 
or stopping the use of the property unless it was determined 
there was a public safety problem or a matter of public welfare. 
Chairman Satterfield stated that a viable alternative is for 
the members of the Fayville Village Hall Committee to rotate 
the responsibility of opening and closing of the hall and to 
continue with utilizing the professional cleaning service. 
Ch. Satterfield feels that the Square dancing group is ruining 
the floors and shake the building while they are dancing. No 
complaints have been received about the square dancing group, 
however Selectman McAuliffe stated that he has from time to 
time received complaints about loud music coming from the hall 
and has had to send the cruiser down to rectify the situation. 
Selectman McAuliffe felt that the Board has to look at what 
is going to be done overall with the Hall such as - should the 
Town keep it, should the Town sell it, are there organizations 
in the Town that can utilize that building or what should be 
done with Fayville Village Hall. He does not feel that the 
Town should be holding this hall simply to rent out space to 
people coming from out of town. This problem should be studied 
and see what the best use it can be put to. Perhaps the Historical 
Society could use a portion as they are looking for space. 
Perhaps some town departments could utilize that building. 
At present, hot meals for the elderly are served daily in the 
building which is a very important function. Selectman McAuliffe 
agreed that the professional cleaning service should continue 
and to allow only groups that are within the Town of Southborough 
to utilize the building. ACTION: to ask the Fayville Village 
Hall Committee members to meet with the Selectmen to discuss 
all these concerns.

Memorial School, Cordaville Road. 


Present: Chairman Denson L. Satterfield, Jr., Selectman Thomas 
W. McAuliffe, Selectman Aldo A. Cipriano, Administrative Assistant 
Jeffrey A. Grossman, and Secretary Marjorie R. Putnam. 


7:00 p.m. to 7:37 p.m. Site Plan Hearing was held on the application 
of Dean M. Lewis proposing to run a customary home occupation 
from his garage at 216 Boston Road (Assessors' Map 48, Lot 13) 
for the purpose of a family-oriented print shop. Administrative 
Assistant Grossman noted that all certified mail receipts were 
received and corresponded to Abutters List as certified by the 
Assessors’ Office. Mr. Grossman also noted approvals received 
from the Board of Health, Highway Superintendent John W. Boland, 
Water Superintendent William Binder, Building Inspector Edgar 
A. Phaneuf, Jr., and Conservation Commission. Planning Board 
member Marc Ross stated that his board had no problem with the 
Site Plan but wanted to see marked on the plan the number of 
parking spaces allotted. They understood that this is a pre- 
existing, nonconforming site and everything that has been there 
has been business-oriented. Mr. Ross also stated that the plan 
does not show how cars get out onto Route 30. 


Dean Lewis explained that there is a wide driveway into the 
garage and a turnaround. 


Leo Shompe (present owner): It is a full double width. It 


is actually 2 and a half cars wide. 


Dean Lewis stated that he might have two cars at one time. 
He estimated that six cars could park on the site. 


Marc Ross felt that would be more than adequate. 


Dean Lewis explained his operation briefly. It is a family 
printing shop which he and his son Darryl started 13 years ago. 
Currently he runs his business from the cellar of Pond Realty 
on Route 9, Fayville. He purposely has kept this a small family 
business and does not want outsiders - strictly family. If 
he occasionally needs part-time help, his daughter and a neighborhood 
girl helps out when they have an overload of work. Re: walk- 
in business = 95% of his business is established. The walk- 
in amounts to about 5% of the business. People come in for 
copies and mail them at the post office, etc. He estimates 
a weekly average of cars to be about five automobiles a day. 
He plans no additional outside lighting. He will only be using 
the existing garage for his business. He estimates less cars 
per day will be coming in because he won't be on Route 9. Hours

of operation: 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday through Friday; 9:30 
a.m. to 12 noon on Saturday morning. No night operation is 
planned as he does not want it. 


Selectman Cipriano asked for a written recommendation from the 
Planning Board. 


Marc Ross stated that his board will submit one later. He asked 
if legal advice could be obtained as to whether or not you can 
add onto a nonconforming, pre-existing residential property. 


Selectman McAuliffe stated that would probably change the use 


from a customary home occupation because there are strict rules- 


pertaining to customary home occupations as far as employees 
that you can have. I would believe that would change the whole 
scope of the situation. It would no longer fall under customary 
home occupation. If you were going to expand to any degree, 
you would have to hire more employees, etc. 


Marc Ross stated he would like the six parking spots marked 
on the Site Plan by Mr. Lewis. 


Selectman Cipriano asked if the Planning Board was recommending 
approval subject to? 


Marc Ross said that was correct. They just wanted to see where 
the parking spots would be located. He also asked whether or 
not this business falls into a customary home occupation with 
an addition on it. 


Edgar A. Phaneuf, Jr., Building Inspector explained that this 
property has a history of businesses since 1955. Mr. Frenk 
of Panaramic Cabinets Shop was there. In 1971 Dave Charbuck 
ran a diesel repair and generator business from then to 1980 
when Mr. Shompe bought it and has been carrying on his bowling 
alley repair, housing equipment to repair or refinish bowling 
alleys. It has been continuous Since 1955. 


Dean Lewis stated that he is not planning to expand the existing 


garage. He is not putting any new addition onto it. The site. 


plan showed the words “proposed 2 car garage". This is a five 
year old plan and the garage is already in place. At this time 
Mr. Lewis marked the Site Plan showing how six cars could park 
on the site. 


Mr. Shompe said the driveway was 24 feet wide. 


Karen Walden (220 Boston Road abutter) asked what type of equipment 
was going to be used. She was interested in the noise factor. 


Dean Lewis stated that he had a Ryobe and an A. B. Dick, plus 
he has plate-making equipment, collator, etc. He has no heavy 
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professional equipment. No big presses. His desk is next to 
the press and he has no trouble hearing on the telephone. It 
is an offset operation which is not noisy as opposed to a typesetter 
which is noisy. 


Edgar Phaneuf stated that his operation is not much noisier, 
than the copier machine in the Town House. Mr. Lewis is now 
close to using 25% of the total dwelling allowed for customary 
home occupation. Mr. Phaneuf believes that he could not expand. 


Selectman Cipriano stated that he would have to appear before 
the Selectmen for an additional review. 


Charles Scott (218 Boston Road) asked if this changes the zoning. 


Ch. Satterfield informed him that it does not. Zoning has to 
be changed by a two-thirds vote of the Town Meeting. 


Scott Berry (220 Boston Road) stated that he checked the Zoning 
By-Law and believes that a print shop is not allowed. He is 
against this site plan. There is a dangerous intersection. nearby. 
Mr. Berry referred to the Zoning By-Law Schedule of Regulations, 
Item No. 8. He would like Quikprint to stay on Route 9 where 
he feels it belongs. 


Selectman Cipriano stated if the rights or restrictions on the 
zoning aS they either conflict or agree with the zoning concept 
of a customary home occupation, it is very difficult to put 
the Building Inspector in a position to have to analyze and 
assess the legal question, particularly when you have the Town 
Counsel present and after he has had a chance to review. 


Town Counsel Frederick A. Busconi: "May I suggest that in view 
of the fact that I have not looked at this yet, I don't think 
it would be appropriate for me to make that decision here tonight." 


Selectman McAuliffe: "Taking into consideration the concerns 
that have been raised and questions that the Town Counsel cannot 
answer this evening, I would suggest that we take this particular 
Matter under advisement until next week. It will give Town 
Counsel an opportunity to respond. It will also give you people 
an opportunity to come back next week. In that way everybody 
is going to be treated fairly and we can put these fears to 
rest or come up with..." 


Scott Berry stated that he knows businesses have been there 
for many years but feels that this proposed business of Mr. Lewis' 
is different from the others. He objects to the point that 
businesses have always been at that site. He asked the Town 
Counsel to address this point in his remarks. The percentage 
of the home occupancy, if it is over right now, it would still 
fall into the pre-existing, nonconforming use but he would never 
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be able to add onto it. 


Ch. Satterfield: "We are looking at two points of law. We 
are looking at pre-existing, nonconforming use which is grandfather 
protected and we are talking about home occupation which is 
in our current zoning. These are issues which I think that 
Town Counsel could address. Therefore, I agree with Selectman 
McAuliffe that the decision be deferred until next week. Hopefully 
the next meeting will be at the Town Hall. We will reconvene 
this hearing then." 


Marc Ross (Planning Board): (Ll) We are going to hold off on 
this until we hear. (2) I'd like to see some kind of a layout 


on the parking - how it is going to work with the lighting in 
there, access to the road. If that is given to the Planning 
Board, we can look it over and get a really good feel on it. 


Selectman Cipriano: We are still going to need your written 
recommendation whether it is approved or disapproved.

DISCUSSION 


Selectman Cipriano felt that there was not much left to do except 
the board was given a packet of information and specifications 
for the purpose of a review to determine what the advertisement 
and the specifications will be ultimately for a new Fire Chief. 
He felt that the Board needed an opportunity to review the speci- 
fications as submitted since they were just received by the 
Selectmen tonight. He did not think it a good idea to come 
back after a very tedious night at Town Meeting and attempt 
to discuss at that time any of the specifications for Fire Chief. 
He wanted to take the matter of the specifications under advisement 
simply for one week so that the Selectmen have an opportunity 
to review the details of the specifications and can thoughtfully 
consider in a very methodical process the types of details that 
should exist on the specifications for Fire Chief. Selectman 
Cipriano stated that he needs time. In 1981 when he was asked

At this time, I think one week is needed for the opportunity 
to review and to give each individual Selectman the opportunity 
to modify the specifications and amend them if the Selectmen 
feel that that is a necessity. I don't feel a compellng safety 
reason why we have to move so rapidly at a time of Town Meeting 
when we have so many other major issues tonight that need to 
be addressed. 


Chairman Satterfield: The Motion is made and seconded to recess 
until tonight after Town Meeting. All in favor: 


Chairman Satterfield: Aye 
Selectman McAuliffe: Aye 
Selectman Cipriano: Opposed. 


7:37 p.m. Board recessed to attend Town Meeting. 
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10:55 p.m. Selectmen's meeting reconvened in Room 12. 


Board discussed procedures and specifications for the Fire Chief 
position. The appointment of a Fire Chief would be for the 
unexpired term which would be approximately 13 months. The 
unexpired term of the late Chief Edward F. Brock ran from June 
13, 1983. Under the Town By-Law, the appointment is made for 
three years. Therefore, any appointment made of a Fire Chief 
would be for approximately thirteen months. 


Mrs. Brock questioned that a Fire Chief is a 3-year appointment. 
She stated that this is not so under State Law Chief Brock had 
life tenure. 
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Town Counsel Busconi (referring to the 3-year appointments) 
That was adopted by our Town Meeting in 1973. It has been the 
practice in this town to fill unexpired terms. 


Selectman Cipriano asked if that ruling is in writing. He would 
like that opinion in writing from Town Counsel. 


Ch. Satterfield: Since it has been the prior practice of the 
Board to fill unexpired terms, I feel that it is a safe assumption, 
but I would ask Town Counsel for an opinion on it. Chairman 
Satterfield asked that this matter be expedited because he does 
not feel that it is fair to the Fire Department to be under 
an Acting Chief because obviously, an Acting Chief serves at 
the pleasure of the Board of Selectmen. Many people feel that 
the issue of public safety and the issue of a full time chief, 
etc. should be looked at. Chairman Satterfield feels that such 
an important study such as this is could certainly not be accom- 
plished in a matter of a few weeks or even a few months. It 
will be a long period of time. "I am unwilling to see the Fire 
Department in a state of uncertainty for the period of months 
that it would take for a study committee to report back to the 
Selectmen for a course of action. It appears that 13 months 
remaining in the unexpired term would be just about an ideal 
time for a study committee to be formed and report back...The 
13 months would be unfair, unreasonable and unwise to appoint 
a full time fire chief. Because if we are going to study the 
possibility of whether we would have public safety or a call 
chief or anything else, the period of 13 months seems rather 
unfair. I therefore suggest that for this unexpired term, that 
a chief be apponted who would be Call Chief on a part time basis 
and would be the Fire Chief. That is my recommendation and 
the reasons for it. 


Selectman Cipriano: I would move to table the discussion of 
this matter until the next regularly scheduled meeting of the 
Board of Selectmen to give each individual member of the Board 
an opportunity to review the procedure that is set forth in 
the proposal together with the advertisement and the specifications 
and I believe that is not debatable. 


Chairman Satterfield: Motion has been made. Do I have a second? 
No second. The Motion died for lack of a second. 


Selectman McAuliffe: I concur with your wisdom and would suggest 
that we follow the Procedure For the Hiring of Fire Chief: 


Selectman McAuliffe read Procedures 1 through 10 and the proposed 
advertisement, as follows: 
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PROCEDURE FOR THE HIRING OF FIRE CHIEF 


1. Advertisements will be placed in the Middlesex News 
and the Worcester Telegram, Friday edition. 


2. Seven (7) days after the publication of the advertisement, 
the applications will close. 


36 Only letters of application, and resumes delivered 
to the Administrative Assistant in sealed envelopes will be 
accepted for this position. 


4. Upon receipt, all envelopes will be stamped received, 
date and time and signed by the clerical staff members if the 
Administrative Assistant is not present at that time. All of 
these applications will be left for the Administrative Assistant 
to open. 


5. Upon opening, the Administrative Assistant will number 
each application in sequence and record, on a separate sheet 
of paper, the names and addresses of each individual applicant 
corresponding to the application number. 


6. At the time of the deadline for receipt of applications, 
the Administrative Assistant will forward all applications, 
letters of recommendation, resumes, transcripts. etc. to each 
Selectman for his/her review. 


7. The Selectmen will review all of the applications 
and select those to be interviewed. The Selectmen's clerical 
staff shall reproduce each application packet so that each Selectman 
and the Administrative Assistant will have a full set for the 
interview process. 


8. After reviewing the resumes, applications and all 
data submitted by the applicants, the Board of Selectmen shall 
establish a list of finalists to be interviewed. 


9. The Board of Selectmen ana Administrative Assistant 
Shall conduct the final interviews. 


10. The successful candidate shall submit to a physical 
examination by a physician chosen by the Town of Southborough 
prior to beginning work. 
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FIRE CHIEF - Town of Southborough, population 6,412, budget 
$319,412. 7 fulltime uniform officers and 20 call firemen. 
Salary $5,000-$6,000 per year. Appointed by the Board of Selectmen. 
Public relations and proven administrative ability required. 
Extensive fire prevention and suppression experience with a 
minimum of 5 years in administrative or managerial capacity 
required. College degree preferred but a combination of fire 
prevention and suppression schooling with progressively responsible 
work experience will receive equal consideration. The successful 
applicant will fill the unexpired term through May of 1986. 
Closing date for submissions of resume April 26, 1985, at 5:00 
p.m. Send resume and letter of application to Jeffrey Grossman, 
Administrative Assistant, Board of Selectmen, Town House, 17 
Common Street, Southborough, MA 01772. The Town of Southborough 
is an equal opportunity employer. 


Chairman Satterfield: Is that in the form of a Motion? 
Selectman McAuliffe: It is. 


Chairman Satterfield: The Motion is seconded. Discussion, 
Selectman Cipriano. 


Selectman Cipriano: Mr. Chairman, in 1981 the Board of Selectmen 
followed a comprehensive procedure for hiring a Police Chief. 
I no of no one who would currently indicate that that procedure 
has failed in any way, shape or form. The current proposal 
for Fire Chief deviates from that specification chart in a number 
of ways which seriously concerns me. The proposal that is being 
Made tonight indicates no written examinations, it indicates 
no psychological testing. Some people might say, why do you 
need psychological testing for a Fire Chief. I think you need 
psychological testing for any public safety officer whether 
it's Fire or Police and I think it is more compounded by the 
fact that in Southborough the Fire,is also your Civil Defense 
Director and I can think of nothing higher in terms of importance 
from a public safety standpoint than a Civil Defense Director 
in a time of need. I think that the entire process that we're 
following tonight lacks in those two objective and critical 
assessments which would be either the psychological and the 
written examinations. To deviate from that in a time honored 
and proven public safety process would be a serious error. 
I also note that the advertisement as specified simply indicates 
a Salary of $5,000 to $6,000 per year. The Board of Selectmen 
is considering that for the first time tonight. I think that 
this is fundamentally changing the entire process and administrative 
process of the Fire Chief in the Town of Southborough which 
has been in existence for more than twenty years. I think that 
by setting forth that specification that you are seriously limiting 
your class of prospective candidates and that, together with

a shorter period of advertisement and the opportunity of people 
to submit applications - in 1981 the period being ten days - 
that this whole process becomes suspect. I think that your 
general advertisement intends to be extremely vague. I think 
that the statements that are contained in the procedure are 
really fundamentally lacking in the details which would be required 
for a full blown administrator for a fire department. Southborough 
cannot regress to a form of Fire Chief, part time or full time, 
or a procedure that was set many years ago, based upon the problems 
that this town faces in 1985. I would also like to say that 
I think that ultimately there has to be a direction paid that 
it's very possible the appointment should be from within. That's 
only so that we can preserve the rank and the possibility of 
those individuals who devote an entire life to fire service 
and to have an opportunity to become a Chief, but obviously 
we would also have to look, in all fairness, to without for 
comparative purposes. The last thing that really concerns me, 
Mr. Chairman, and I am not sure this is included, but I don't 
see that we are approving or voting any application form. The 
indiczation is a letter of application. I would like clarification 
on that point. Are we simply asking for somebody's letter of 
intent or are we setting forth a comprehensive application form 
which gives us fundamental information on which to pass upon? 


Administrative Assistant Grossman: The procedures require a 
letter of application and a resume. 


Selectman Cipriano: So the answer is that it does not require 
an application form which would set forth comprehensive information 
for us to review. 


Administrative Assistant Grossman: That is correct. It does 
not require an application form. 


Selectman Cipriano: The last thing, Mr. Chairman, is I understand 
the concern of so many different and diverse groups in this 
community pertaining to a Fire Chief just as I understood the 
concerns that developed in 1981 pertaining to a Police Chief. 
I just don't see the compelling public safety reason to consider 
at 11:08 at night this process which needs to be more effectively 
reviewed, as far as I am concerned, by each individual Selectmen 
so that if necessary there can be a proposal for modification 
or amendment of the existing specifications. I for one would 
like the opportunity simply to review these in detail to compare 
them to what other towns our size have utilized and I don't 
think that really has been done and to propose if I could or 
if possible a modified version with additional requirements, 
in particular indicating some form of a written exam. I think 
it is a fundamental in public safety, particularly if you are 
dealing with either a Fire or Police Chief. And to not have 
that basic raw and clerical information, regardless of the interview 
process, I think that we are cheating ourselves and possibly 
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ultimatley cheating the Town of Southborough in a review and 
processing of an effective replacement for Fire Chief. Thank 
you, Mr. Chairman. 


Chairman Satterfield: I would add to what Selectman Cipriano 
said. This 11:08 process began at 7:15 p.m. 


Selectman Cipriano: There was no discussion pertaining to this 
at 7:15 p.m. 


Chairman Satterfield: I would say, it was on our agenda, to 
begin. I resent the implication that this was purposely held 
at a late hour. We scheduled it for 7:15. 


Selectman Cipriano: I resent the inability to have an opportunity 
to review these with sufficient time. 


Chairman Satterfield: I would respectfully submit that this 
is on our Agenda and posted. We had a full crowded room and 
I announced to a full crowded room that we would be back here 
after town meeting adjourned because I do not expect the town's 
business to wait. I would reply this: I am determined to remove 
the politics and the uncertainty that are bound to hang over 
any public safety department so long as the appointment of a 
head remains in limbo. I feel that it is not fair to the Town 
of Southborough, nor is it fair to the Fire Department to have 
a political decision linger and linger. I also feel that the 
13 month time is a very appropriate time for a public safety 
study committee that would not be limited just to public safety 
but to all the options that would be available to the town so 
far as this position is concerned. I also feel that where we 
are talking about a part time chief for 13 months, I do not 
see the need for psychological testing or some of the expensive 
and long winded testing that would just draw the process out. 
Selectman McAuliffe, you have made a Motion. It has been seconded 
and has been discussed. .... This is not a public hearing, it 
is a public vote. If you have any input, but please keep it 
brief and would you give your name and address. 


Dan Brock, Woodland Road: First off, I am disappointed with 
the way the Selectmen seem to be going about this. I would 
expect that there be some approachment to the Fire Department 
to find out how the Fire Department has been operating. I have 
been in charge of the department as operating officer of the 
department since January. I think that going back to Call Chief 
no matter for what term or period is a giant step backwards. 
The daily load at the station, the decisions that are bound 
legally should be by a full time chief. To expect the on duty 
personnel to have to go chasing down a Call Chief who may be 
who knows where for some important decision, is going to cripple 
the Fire Department. I think the concerns of a public safety 
department could simply be expressed to any man that you are 
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hiring or a woman as a full time chief and that at some future 
date if a vote at town meeting was going to occur at any time 
were to change that position, it would change. And I think 
as far as your efforts to keep the politics out of it - the 
best way is the way they did with the Police Chief where they 
have a comprehensive examination so that when the result is 
in, it's clearly the best man for the job and something done 
quickly in an effort to ‘protect the department’ is not wise. 
I think the Selectmen at this time would be well advised to 
perhaps make public their opinions more to the newspapers and 
then at next week's meeting, entertain more comments of what 
is proposed and perhaps maybe the consensus of the Fire Department, 
because these are the people that it affects the most, on what 
they would like to see. I personally talked to most of the 
ones that I know and do not feel that this policy is appropriate 
for the town and that it is just a giant step backwards. I 
would urge the Selectmen at this time not to take any action 
as submitted. 


Bob Juliano of the Advisory Committee: You have a $319,000 


operating budget in there that has some fairly sensitive issues. 
In the interest of next year's Advisory Committee, I would like 
to know who has the final responsibility for priority setting 
for this years budget and preparation of the 1987 budget. Does 
that fall on the Selectmen? The expenses that are going to 
be occurring in the next 13 months - there is going to be some 
priority setting and approval of expenses and also in that period 
there will be a 1987 budget preparation, where does that responsi- 
bility lie? I would like to know for the benefit of next year's 
Advisory Committee. Where is that responsibility? 


Chairman Satterfield: It obviously would lie with the Chief. 


Ruth Brock (101 Woodland Road): In comparing the Fire Department 
to the DPW, the Water Department and the Police Dept., all of 
which have full time heads, how do you justify the department 
as important as the Fire Department can get along with just 
a part time head? 


Chairman Satterfield: In a town our size, it is quite common. 
Ruth Brock: Would you name some other towns, please. 


Chairman Satterfield: In talking to people who are far more 
familiar with it than I, I have heard that it is quite common. 
Those with a vested interest, please mention the vested interest. 
As far as public input is concerned, I have received input from 
literally dozens of people, who stop me no matter where I go 
in this town, and I have listened to what to they have had to 
Say. The firefighters said to me, 'do something, don't let 
us just hang in limbo'. That is the reason that I feel that 
something should be done. Those who haven't spoke... 
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Jim Colleary: In reference to Aldo and I talked to the three 
of you on this issue and I saw the letter in the Villager or 
the editorial. I want to express something so that I don't 
get blamed for the politics of this thing, but I made a statement 
to Aldo and I made it to the three of you and I am going to 
stand by it and I want to make the point clear to the three 
of you and there are many of us on the Fire Department that 
deathly feel this way and you will pay the consequences - If 
you opt to hire a part time or full time fire chief, whether 
it be now for 18 months or 13 months or next year permanent, 
I say you'll have the resignation of possibly half of us on 
your desk for an outsider. I want to make that clear to you 
tonight. I know that I speak a fact for myself. I want to 
the mention the exam - whatever is decided tonight it carries 
over and you go to an exam and you hire a person from Worcester 
who scores very well. It is very conceivable that you did not 
guarantee anybody here tonight that you were going to keep it 
in the department at all as I see it. I look at either three 
good captains on this Fire Department, you have an excellent 
Deputy Chief and I got four good lieutenants that you could 
choose from and I see no need to go as far as even looking outside 
and you are by law allowed to preferential treatment to community 
people. It is done in Civil Service and it is done throughout 
the State. There are many towns that give total preference 
to the townspeople. I feel that it would be wrong; it would 
be a Slap in our face if you go out. 


Selectman McAuliffe: Where does it say here that we would go 
outside the department? 


Jim Colleary: No, I just felt it should be expressed in case 
we get to that point. 


Selectman McAuliffe: Please don't jump down and say that we 
are going outside of the department when in fact the interviews 
have not even been held, No. 1. No. 2 - you speak of psychological 
examinations and that this is the way you should go and you 
should judge on the psychological examination. Well, it has 
been said that's the best individual. Well, I beg to differ 
and I have had experience. The Town has had that experience 
which would indicate otherwise and I don't have to go into detail 
on that. Nor am I sure that an examination in itself picks 
the best candidate. The responsibility for picking the best 
candidate rests with whoever sits from this Board. It is their 
responsibility. They are elected to make decisions and they 
make those decisions, I believe and I hope, in the best interest 
....(tape was changed at this point)... 


Selectman Cipriano: ......I think you will get the best person 
if you do that. But clearly, and I will always believe this 
in public safety, that you should in fact with every benefit 
of the doubt internally to ... either police work or to the 
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public safety and fire service. I am not speaking against that. 
I think you are overreacting to the possibilities of what would 
happen on the force. 


Jim Colleary: I overreacted because I saw it happen in the 
police department in an incident a few years ago prior to this 
chief we have now. I felt that the town was a little blind 
in their attitude in the way they went about things. And as 
eeeee- dealing with a full time force - we have 7 full time men 
and we are dealing with call men and you got to realize that 
Dan or George Killam or any of the men that are full time - 
that's their job. They got to stick it out thick and thin. 
If you get a guy like me with a hot temper, Irish temper, I'll 
say 'see you later' if I get mad enough over an incident. I 
just wanted to express that. Not to jump on the three of you. 
Being on the Board, I realize you have a tough decision to make. 
And I am glad it is you and not me. 


Selectman Cipriano: I appreciate that. I understand your position 
on that. Every Selectmen has been approached, I am sure, with 
people suggesting things. That is part of the whole practice 
of local government. To explain those who have spoken to me, 
they have said to me 'we would prefer to see you follow the 
Same process you followed with Chief Baker because we're pleased 
with what you did with Chief Baker. We are satisfied with him. 
We don't want you to deviate,' and that is what I want to do. 


Michael Brock (9 Latisquama Road): I have been in public safety 


all my life. I have been a supervisor. I have been in fire 
service for eighteen years. I am a member of the Southborough 
Fire Department. Last year I made more runs than any other 
member of the department yet you didn't come and ask me my opinion. 
---One comment I would like to make - if you put a part time 
chief in charge of this department, he will be in charge but 
not in control of the department. Will the full time permanent 
men be eligible to become the Call Chief? 


Chairman Satterfield: Let me answer the first. At next week's 
meeting will be during the advertising period and I am sure 
by that time we will have people who may want to come forward 
with input. Before the selection process begins and before 
the interviews begin, certainly we are available to the public 
and we meet in the public and we will take comments. As far 
as seeking input, I have not had to seek input. My 'phone has 
rung off the hook and people have stopped me everywhere I've 
gone in Town. My 'phone number is published in the 'phone book. 
As to whether a permanent man can also be a call chief, is quite 
an interesting question. I don't know. I think that rather 
than go in with a fixed opinion, we would have to pursue the 
interview process and listens to the pros and cons. I would 
Say this, too, I would think that during the entire process 
the Board of Selectmen can choose not to appoint, as you may 
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very well know. We may get no applicants or we may get applicants 
who are unsuitable, or things may happen where at the end of 
the process we may say ‘this is not in the best interest of 
the town. We'll continue with an Acting Chief.' We have to 
go into the thing with an open mind, I would think. 


Mike Brock: The only suggestion I have is that you eliminate 
the full time firefighters from becoming a Call Chief, you will 
eliminate all town employees. 


Chairman Satterfield: I don't think it is our intention. My 
intention was not to tie the Town to a full time chief for this 
very brief period of time while our possibilities could be studied. 
That was the entire intention. 


Lorraine Keller: Is it realistic to expect someone or any people 
to apply for a short time? 


Ch. Satterfield: We are going to leave that option open. Suppose 
very few do or suppose not enough do to make it so we feel it 
is in the best interests of the town. We may have to stick 
with what we've got. But meanwhile, should be expect the worst 
to begin with and not do anything. I would be more severely 
criticized if we did nothing. I can tell you better after we 
advertise. 


Ralph DeNorscia: As I look around the room it appears that 
I may be the only member in this room that is not a town employee 
or in the fire department so I hope I speak as a taxpayer, if 
you would. I guess there is quite a bit of concern here. I 
sense the need of urgency from the Board as what appears to 
be a hasty meeting here. I don't quite understand it. I too 
question the hour which you are conducting this. I realize 
you stated earlier that it was started at 7:30 p.m. before the 
Town Meeting and I wonder why does it have to take place tonight. 
To publish this thing in the paper and take a vote, it seems 
as though the two of you have pretty much made up your mind 
which way you are going with this. As an outsider looking in. 
You've got a salary there of $6,000 for a Call Fire Chief. 
As I see it without reading into the fine print, I perceive 
you have already got something in mind as a supplement to somebody's 
pay existing on the Fire Department or in-town employee. This 
is the way I see it. I question again the time frame that you 
are doing it at this hour and why you don't want to consider 
this thing at your next meeting is totally beyond my comprehension. 
It is nothing to do with any of the existing firemen here. 
I am sure they are all capable of their job but I would hope 
as a taxpayer that you would consider my option and that is 
to review the best man for the position, whether it be to go 
to the outside or whether it be to go in-house, or whatever, 
I would hope that the bottom line would be the best person for 
the job. If you are instituting a Call Fire Chief for 13 months, 
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if you do have a committee and they decide against a fire chief, 
I think you would be hard pressed to get rid of this individual 
who has been doing the job for a year. If they do come ahead 
with a recommendation for a Fire Chief, I would think that individual 
would already be established in that position because he would 
be more of an incumbent in the position and it would be difficult 
to hire a substitute person for that job. So I think if you 
do go to a Call Fire Chief, that this person damn well better 
be someone that is capable of running the department for a long 
time to come because just by virtue of doing the job for 13 
months, he would be the candidate that would probably continue 
on. 


Chairman Satterfield: Apparently, that no matter what we do, 
we are going to be criticized. If we sit back and wait until 
after Town Meeting, wait a month and wait a month, ... no decision 
will have been made. By the same token, aS one person said 
to me, don't you dare do to us what you did to the police department 
- let it hang almost a year before an appointment was made. 
That was my feeling on the matter. By this time next week, 
no decision will have been made, people can still come and put 
their input. Perhaps after all the ads have run, perhaps with 
the number of applicants we get, perhaps we'll decide not to 
do it. 


Bea Brock:...why do you want to go for a Call Chief when you 
realize the amount of work is involved in that job? 


Chairman Satterfield: Perhaps we'll decide that it is a bad 
idea but the question has been raised for many years - when 
you say someone who is interested .... former Selectman Louis 
Bartolini when he was Chairman of the Board of Selectmen...right 
in the Town Hall at a public meeting with a League of Women 
Voters and he said let's face it, in a town our size we can't 
justify a full time police chief and a full time fire chief. 
Louis Bartolini said that, I didn't say that. There is a man 
who has been a Selectman for 18 years. I think he expressed 
in public what a lot of people thought in private. Nonetheless, 
as Selectmen, if we didn't look at the possibilities, we haven't 
cast anything in stone, but I have to disagree with Mr. DeNorscia, 
if we appointed a full time chief, I think that would cast it 
in stone. I think by appointing a part time chief, we are not 
casting anything in stone. 


Tony Atenasio: Question of clarification, do you have to appoint 
for a 13 month period? In the case of a mistake, you could 
probably figure that out in a month or so, and you are stuck 
for another 12 months. 


Chairman Satterfield: The 13 months works out well. If it 
were three years or six years or ten years, then you would go 
though everything Aldo is talking about. There is no discretion 
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because of the Town By-Law. 


Town Counsel Frederick Busconi: The By-Law says three years. 
Removal for cause after that. 


Chairman Satterfield: This has been the practice with the Police 
Chief, the Administrative Assistant, with everyone in the Town 
based on the Town By-Law. 


Selectman McAuliffe: If you go back years ago, you will recall 
that all of those positions were appointed on a yearly basis. 
The question was raised that these individuals who sat in these 
positions had to come for re-appointment every year and it really 
was not fair so let's look at a longer term. Let's look at 
a 3 year term. At that time, the Selectmen came forth with 
an article for the Fire Chief, the Police Chief, the Administrative 
Assistant and the Highway Superintendent, I believe. Just recently 
at this Annual Town Meeting, the Building Inspector was brought 
under that same By-Law. Again, believe it or not, I am going 
to do what is in the best interest of this town and this Board 
is going to do what is in the best interest of this town. I 
feel that the steps we're taking are in the best interest of 
the Town of Southborough. If in fact in a week or two weeks 
I discover that this is not in the best interest of the Town 
of Southborough, then I shall so state. But until my mind is 
changed, that's the route that I am going to go because I believe 
- people that I have talked to - from my own feelings on it 
- that this is the best route to go. I have spoken on more 
than one occasion that when the time came, this Town should 
look at the possibility of a Commissioner of Public Safety. 
Combining both of those jobs may be in the best interests of 
the Town of Southborough. It may not be in the best interest 
of the Town of Southborough. But I am going to afford the oppor- 
tunity the people of this Town to get recommendations back to 
this Board or whoever is sitting on this Board - we can say 
we looked at other possibilities, this is what we believe is 
in the best interest of the Town of Southborough and that is 
what I am elected to do and that is what I am going to do. 


Bea Brock: To put a Call Chief in from now until then is putting 
in a man who is not available. You need someone every day and 
sometimes weekends. 


Selectman McAuliffe: You're assuming what we are going to do. 
Why don't you give it time to watch this process go through 
and I'll state again, if I am wrong what I believe tonight, 
then I will change my mind. At this point, I don't believe 
that I am wrong. I do believe that it is in the best interest 
of this town. Until I am convinced otherwise, and I think delaying 
the process proves nothing, whether we meet at 7 o'clock at 
night or 11 o'clock tonight or 6 o'clock tomorrow night or 6 
o'clock a week from tonight or two weeks from tonight, the process 
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has to begin somewhere and this is the time and the place as 
far as I am concerned to move forward. 


Ruth Brock: You stated that you are advertising Friday in 
the Middlesex News and the Worcester paper, and then the possibility 
of changing your plans next Tuesday, depending upon who comes 
to the meeting and says what, how can you advertise for a position 
and then change it - the possibility of changing in any way? 


Selectman McAuliffe: There is no possibility of changing that 
advertisement once it goes in. Once you start the process then 
you follow through with it. 


Ruth Brock: You said that you might change it next week depending 
upon what... 


Sel. McAuliffe: I am not going to change it until I sit down 
and look at (1) what responses I've gotten back, (2) the qualifi- 
cations of the individuals that I get back, (3) an interview 
which, of course, you all know you are invited to. At that 
time I will make a decision as to whether or not to reject all 
applications and say ‘this is not the way I want to go. It 
waS a mistake. We'll start over.' But I am going to start 
the process tonight and if in fact as a result of these ads 
we do not get qualified individuals or we do not get individuals 
that meet my expectations, then I will vote against it. But 
the process has got to begin and now is the time to do it. 


Chairman Satterfield: We will be meeting next Tuesday either 
here or at the Town Hall and comments can be brought forward. 
Motion made and seconded. Discussion. No discussion, I will 
call for a vote on the Motion. 


All in favor signify by saying aye: Chairman Satterfield and 
Selectman McAuliffe voted in favor. 


Selectman Cipriano opposed. 
Motion carried. 
11:36 pm This meeting ended.

Meeting with George E. McCarthy, Sr. dba 
GEMS, applying for a Class II "Used Car Dealer's License" for 
77 School Street. Mr. McCarthy was present. Attorney George 
E. McCarthy, Jr., spoke on behalf of his father. Mr. McCarthy, 
Sr. owns the property and wishes to use the premises for the 
storage and limited sale of antique and classic automobiles. 
This is the private collection of Mr. McCarthy, Sr. He wishes 
to limit the use of the building - not solely as a body shop. 
There will not be a full-time body shop man on the premises. 
It will be used as a body shop only when it is necessary to 
restore his own vehicles which he will be selling. 


Several abutters were present (Katherine and Steven Haley of 
68 Marlboro Road and Sandra and Richard Cincotta of 67 Marlboro 
Road). Mrs. Haley stated that the last tenant kept late hours, 
had beer drinking frieds outside the premises and the police 
department were continually being called regarding complaints 
about the last tenant. They hope this will not re-occur. 


The question arose as to whether or not this property has retained 
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its pre-existing nonconforming use as a body shop. Several 
auto body businesses have been conducted at this address. Mr. 
McCarthy stated that it has not been empty for a period of two 
years and feels, therefore, that this property is still protected 
by the "grandfather" clause. This property was purchased in 
1978 with this understanding. It was noted that there have 
been no Class II Licenses issued to this address since January 
1, 1983, when a tenant - Wayne Clews dba C & C Auto Sales - 
was denied a Class II License for 1983 and his 1982 Class II 
License expired. The McCarthys stated that there has always 
been a body shop at this address until October 1985 when the 
last tenant's lease expired. It was not renewed as Mr. McCarthy 
would like to use the building for his own classic vehicles. 
The proposed hours would be: 8 a.m. to 6 p.m., five days a 
week. He had all the windows blocked for security reasons. 
All the existing hottop has been recently repaved - about 75 
feet on each side and 100 feet across the front. Crushed stone 
was placed in the back of the building.
